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BEARING UPON GiiNA 


President Is Expected to 
Urge Scrapping of 
Unequal Treaties. 


MAY NOT CONSULT 
LEGATION IN PEKING 


Situation Held Too Grave Now 
for Any Middle Course 
Foreigners Desire. 


By ALBERT W. FOX. 

President Coolidge will shortly make 
a declaration of America’s policy toward 
China and put the United States gov- 
ernment squarely on record as favoring 
the realization of China’s national 
aspirations, according to information 
which has reached Senate leaders from 
administration sources. The statement 
will be made through Secretary of State 
Kellogg, unless something unexpected 
happens which causes American Min- 
ister MacMurray to convince the State 
Department that there should be furth- 
er delay. 

A statement of policy which shows 
America’s willingness to abandon the 
old, unequal treaties and thereby per- 
mit the Chinese to unshackle them- 
selves from foreign control over ‘their 
sovereignty as a nation will go a long 
way toward preventing the alarming 
spread of disorders and “anti foreign 
aggression” feelings, it is said. The ques- 
tion of negotiating new treaties can be 
taken up later, it is added, but the all- 
important point is for America to act 
before it is too late, according to the 
consensus here. 


Senators Await Declaration. 


Inquiry among Senate leaders last 
night divulged the fact that few of 
them wish to comment because assur- 
ance has been given by Secretary Kel- 
logg that he will make a declaration 
of statement. It is therefore assumed 
that Mr. Kellogg will not jeopardize 
the situation by seeking to uphold the 
idea of concerted action of the powers, 
advocated from diplomatic quarters in 
Peking. Assurances have also reachéd 
senators that the American statement 
will not be sauqualified as to lose“tts 
force and effect in the highly critical 
situation. As Mr. Kellogg himself took 
the lead some time ago in furthering 
plans to assist the realization of China's 
aspirations, the expectation is that the 
American declaration will be along that 
line. 

There is one suggestion in official 
quarters that the State Department 
may wish to wait until Mr. MacMurray 
gets back to the legation at Peking to- 
morrow or early this week. On the 
other hand, there is a feeling in some 
quarters here that Mr. Kellogg will 
handle the situation far better if he 
temporarily disregards the suggestions 
and advice which members of the 
diplomatic corps at Peking are pro- 
viding for the American legation. In 
other words, it is felt that the situation 
is now too big to be handled by any 
legation and should be intrusted to the 
judgment of the Secretary of State 
here. 

Old Methods to Be Scrapped. 


The whole idea of attempting to save 
past treaties and handle the Chinese 
situation along lines which have been 
gue for past years is apparently 
due to be scrapped. Either it will be 
scrapped by timely understanding of 
the new situation or by the determina- 
tion of the Chinese themselves.

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MUTOPSY DOCTOR HOLS 
MISS CLARKE WAS SLAN 


Capd May Physician Changes 
Mind After Declaring Death 
Was Natural. 


CORONER HAS SAME VIEW 


Cape May, N. J., Jan. 23 (By A. P.).— 
Conviction that Miss Mary S. Clarke, 
well-to-do Washington woman, whose 
frozen body was found on the beach 
here a week ago, had been murdered 
was expressed tonight by Dr. Julius 
Way, Cape May county physician. Dr. 
Way, who performed the autopsy yes- 
terday, had announced after it that 
Miss Clarke had come to her death 
from “natural causes or strangulation 
by breathing sand.” Tonigkt he said 
he had changetl his mind, although he 
reiterated the autopsy had not brought 
out anything to indicate she had been 
a victim of violence. 

“T have been asking myself a lot of 
questions,” said Dr. Way, and ‘I can not 
reconcile myself to the amnesia and 
death from exposure theory. While tke 
autopsy proved nothing that would 
substantiate a murder theory, I am 
convinced in my own mind the woman 
was slain. I have no convincing reason 
to give.for my brief, but it is my stead- 
fast opinion and will not be changed 
unless some pretty strong developments 
come along. 

“It is true the marks and scars on 
her arms may have been made by ice 
freezing upon them. It also is true 
she might have died from sand enter- 
ing her lungs and strangling her, but I 
believe she was knocked down and 
thrown into the sand and inhaled it 
into her lungs before she died. 

“If she collapsed and died from ex- 
posure, how was it that her purse, with 
a strap torn as it had been snacthed 
from her arm, was found nearly 40 feet 
away? How was it that the purse be- 
longing to a woman admittedly wealthy, 
contained only 55 cents and a railroad 
mileage scrip? She hardly could have 
thro the purse away herself, and a 
woman who is traveling about the 
country as she was in the habit of 
trav , carries more than 55 cents.

Marion, Ill., Jan. 23 (By A. P.).—

express the opinion that they were 
murdered by gangsters.

In a statement to the Associated Press 
last night, he said he would gladly re- 
linquish claims to the presidency to 
“any one affiliated neither with the 
conservatives nor the liberals, and suit- 


at an honest and supervised election, 
or to any one chosen through the medta- 
tion of the United States and the 
signatory powers of the Washington 
pact with the final approval of the 
neutral members of the present con- 
gress or by a new, honestly chosen con- 
gress.” 

“From the top of the ladder to which 
I have been called by the voice of the 
people,” Dr. Sacasa concluded, “I shall 
gladly step down in favor of an honest, 
capable man selected under these con- 
ditions. 

“You may tell the world this, for the 
world knows my interest is unselfish 
and for Nicaraguan peace and pros- 
perity and the good will of Latin 
America and the United States.” 

Comments on Message. 

Dr. Sacasa received yesterday the text 
of President Coolidge’s recent message 
to Congress on the Nicaraguan situa- 
tion. Commenting on it, he again de- 
nied that American lives and property 
had been threatened in Nicaragua.

Leaving a note explaining he was

The American league execu- 
tive, it was revealed, has been in poor 
health for a long time, suffering from 
diabetes, which has necessitated hospi- 
tal treatment. 

The seven club owners who met with 
Johnson this afternoon called in Charles 
A. Comiskey, owner of the Chicago 
White Sox and Johnson's bitter enemy, 
for tonight’s conference with Commis- 
sioner Landis. Johnson was represent- 
ed by Henry Killilea, the American 
league attorney, and William Harridge, 
Johnson's secretary. 

For two and a half hours they de- 
bated Johnson's fate and at the con- 
clusion, Harridge emerged with a for- 
mal statement which said: 

“A meeting of the eight club owners 
of the American league was held today 
at the Blackstone hotel, Chicago. 

“The members of the league unani- 
mously repudiated any and all criticism 
appearing in the public press as 
emanating from Mr. Johnson, refiecting 
in any way upon Judge Landis or his 
handling of the several investigations, 
concerning the integrity of ball players 
in the American league, and com- 
mended, Judge Landis for his efforts in 
clearing baseball of any insinuation of 
dishonesty. 


Rest is Held Needed. 


“Mr. Johnson submitted to the meet- 
ing a formal written statement in 
which he announced that all evidence 
involved in the matter of the Cobb and 
Speaker investigations had been sub- 
mitted to the commissioner and had 
been by him published. 

“Dr. Robert Drury, Mr. Johnson’s 
personal attending physician, certified 
to ,the meeting that Mr. Johnson's 
health -was such that he should im- 
mediately take a much needed rest. 

“Whereupon the duties of the presi- 
dent were entrusted for the time be- 
ing to Frank J. Navin, of Detroit, vice 
president of the league. 

“At our request Judge Landis in- 
definitely postponed the meeting of the 
American league owners called for to- 
morrow.”

York Yanees; Judge E. H. Barnard, of 
the Cleveland club; Clark Griffith, pres- 
ident of the Washington club, and 
Thomas Shibe, president of the Phila- 
delphia Athletics, together with Dr.

Landis Expresses Satisfaction.

working far under capacity, and a large 
number of union miners were unem- 
ployed.

Cut in Wages Faced. 


Indianapolis, Jan. 23 (By A. P.).— 
With the probability of having to face 
a demand by operators for a reduction 
in wages, delegates of the United Mine 
Workers. of America will assemble in 
convention here January 25 to crysta- 
lize the sentiment. of soft coal workers 
on wages and working conditions. 

The convention, which ordinarily is a 
biennial affair, will pass upon all ques- 
tions affecting their organization, both 
in the bituminous and anthracite fields, 
but the big problem will be the deter- 
mination of policy to govern the actions 
of a scale committee which meets a 
similar committee of operators of the 
central competitive field at Miami, Fla., 
on February 14. 

Upon these committees will devolve 
the task of reaching an agreement to 
supplement the present pact that ex- 
pires March 31. This pact, reached in 
1924, called for a basic wage. of $7.50 a 
day for common labor. It graduated 
upward for more selective classes of 
mine workers. The agreement of 1924 
reached at a conference at Jacksonville, 
Fla., was a continuation of a wage scale 
put in effect in March, 1917, and re- 
newed in 1920. 


May Demand an Increase. 


While officials will not yenture an 
opinion as to the trend the convention 
will take on wages, declaring such de- 
termination rests entirely with the 
1,500 or more delegates, it is generally 
believed the miners are not in favor of 
a cut in wages and may seek an in- 
crease. 

Mine operators also are as reticent, 
but a recent meeting of company ex- 
ecutives of Pennsylvania, Indiana, Ohio 
and Illinois held at Toledo, Ohio, was 
said to have resulted in the majority 
of operators favoring a reduction. 
These four States constitute the cen- 
tral competitive field and the agree- 
ment between the men who mine coal 
there and their employers is taken as 
a basis for agreements in all other 
unionized fields of the industry. 

Although both anthracite and bitumi- 
nous miners will be represented at the 
convention, only the bituminous work- 
ers are interested in the wage problem, 
as the hard coal men work under a 
separate contract agreed upon last year 
and operative until 1930. The hard 
coal workers number 100,000 of the 
500,000 members of the united mine 
workers. 

Witr John L. Lewis entering upon 
his fourth term as president, les the 
job of directing the destinies of the 
convention along orderly lines. Lewis, 
now 47 years old, has weathered many 
attacks upon his administration and 
has quelled many political storms 
within the organization. 

The bugaboo of communism is not 
expected to trouble the preconvention 
dreams of executives. At several con- 
ventions it engulfed the meetings in a 
heated and prolonged debate: The Ku 
Klux Klan question, which caused dis- 
sension at the last convention, is not 
likely to play an important part this 
year, officers believe.

Liens Which Tie Up 
Fortune. 


EARLY RULING IS SOUGHT 


New York, Jan. 23.—Charlie Chaplin 
will appeal through counsel, direct to 
the Treasury Department at Washing- 
ton, for an early ruling on his income 
tax cases. His attorney, Nathan Burkan, 
took a train for Washington tonight to 
present the comedian’s case to the 
proper government officials, together 
with a plea for a quick determination 
of the issues. 

“Mr. Chaplin is anxious to have the 
government cases settled if possible be- 
fore he returns to California at the 
end of the week,” Burkan said. “‘When 
these matters are disposed of, we will 
go West to fight the divorce action 
brought by Lita Grey Chaplin and de- 
mand custody of the Chaplin children. 

“With his fortune completely tied up 
by the government liens, Chaplin can 
not properly prepare. for his domestic 
battle.

We are ready to 
file a bond for any amount necessary 
to release the Chaplin funds so he can 
go on with his picture work. 

“One thing Chaplin feels keenly is 
the intimation coming from California 
that he is unwilling to provide for his 
children. Chaplin has no funds at his 
disposal in the present situation, but 
his friends are ready to aid him and 
any proper bills incurred for the chil- 
dren will be met.”

The speech of F. Trubee Davison, Assistant 
Secretary of War, delivered before an Amer- 
ican Legion post at Mineola, L. I., last Satur- 


day night, deserves wide publicity. President 


Coolidge, Congress and the War Department, . 


said the Assistant Secretary, have shown their 
appreciation of the need of adequate army 
aerial defenses for the United States, as was 
demonstrated last year when the five-year 
army air corps development program was set 
into motion. At the end of five years,° under 


_the terms of the 1926 plan, this country will 
| have an army air force of approximately 2,000 


/men, including about 


planes, 1,650 flying officers and 15,000 enlisted 
500 flying cadets. 

With little blowing of trumpets the army 
is quietly at work developing the physical side 
of its air service.

It is now evident that nothing can pre- | 
vent the Chinese nation from throwing 


off the shackles of foreign interference 
and assuming a separate and equal sta- 
tion among the powers. Treaties which 
grant special privileges to foreign gov- 
ernments at the expense of the Chinese 
will be ignored by the Chinese if they 
are not terminated by mutual consent. 
The revolt against foreign aggression is 
. increasing in intensity, and the world 
may look for appalling events if the pow- 
‘ers do not immediately signify their will- 
PP  ingness to make.new and equal treaties. 
~~ If mobs should break loose in Shanghai, 
precipitating a clash with the forces of 
the powers, the city may become the 
scene of wild disorder and carnage. It 
is now out of the question for the Chris- 
tian powers to extend relief to their na- 
tionals in the interior. The best that can 
be hoped for is that the Chinese will per- 
mit all Christians to go to the ports and 
leave the country. 

The -impositions — Chinese sov- 
ereiguty have furnished convincing argu- 
ments to the Russian communist propa- 
gandists who are working in China. They 

point to Turkey, which has thrown off 
the capitulations and established its com- 
J plete independence. The object lesson is 
not lost upon the Chinese people. Minis- 
‘ter Sze recently referred to the case of 
Smyrna as a warning of what might hap- 
- pen in China.: The forces which the pow- 
ers could land in China are not a mouth- 
ful for the immense Chinese armies, now 

well armed and efficiently drilled. 

If the United States is determined not 
to have war with Mexico, in defense of 
unquestioned treaty rights, it certainly 
does not desire war with China, in de- 
fense of questionable rights. It is com- 
monly reported that Minister MacMurray 
has insisted that the United States should 
act in concert with the other great pow- 
-ers in dealing with China. If ‘those pow- 
ers are willing to risk war with China 
rather than surrender their special ad- 

- . kvantages and their grip upon Chinese 
‘territory, the advice said to have been 
given by Minister MacMurray, if follow- 
ed, would lead straight to war between 
the United States and China. Beginning 
“as a defensive operation, no one can tell 
‘where it would end. 3 
There is no indication that the Chinese 
people intend to confiscate» American 
_property. They are fighting a civil war 
“which promises to result in a stable re- 
publican government, willing to treat as 
,an equal with foreign powers and to meet 
all international obligations. In this re- 
“spect China differs entirely from Mexico, 
-which is in possession of a government 
that repudiates its international obliga- 
tions and is proceeding to confiscate for- 
elgn property. If Mexico were engaged 
in civil war and American property

‘ should be taken, the United States could | 


well afford to await the emergence of a 
‘responsible government before holding 
“the Mexican nation to account. 

The United. States can not afford to 
risk war by acting in concert with Euro- 
pean and Asiatic powers in dealing with 
»China. This government should deal in- 
‘dependently with China, and should not 
‘Jose a moment in declaring its intention 
‘eto treat with China on terms of reciproc- 
ity and equality. 

; A declaration by the United States 
ethat it is prepared to abandon its old 
‘treaties would have an immediate effect 
an China. American lives would be saved 
‘which may otherwise be sacrificed. The 
‘United States has nothing to lose by such 
“a declaration of policy, for it can not hope 
‘to hold its extraterritorial or customs 
“privileges under the old treaties. They 
“are doomed in any event. Every day’s 
‘delay in declaring a policy independent 
ot that of Europe and Japan helps to 
sconvince the Chinese people that the 
"United States is preparing to join those 


. 
om 


Three things are needed for flying de- 
velopment in this country. They are: 
Planes, pilots and public opinion. All 
are equally important.and all must be 
created. Planes can not be turned out 
over night. Pilots can not be made in a 
day. Favorable public opinion mast be de- 
veloped gradually and it is needed to pro- 
duce the stimulant necessary to give this 
country the aviation development it is 
entitled to. An air-minded public is as 
essential to flying as is gasoline and lubri- 
cants. We must learn to think in terms 
of aviation with the same confidence we 
think of railroads, steamships and auto- 
mobiles. The plane is rapidly approaching 
mechanical perfection. Fiying, making 
proper allowance for the human equation. 
is almost as relatively safe as any other 
form of transportation. 


The War Department is developing planes 
and pilots, and is doing all it can to influence 
a favorable public opinion. Various organiza- 
tions throughout the country, such as the 
National Aeronautic association, centering its 
efforts at the present time upon the establish- 
ment of municipal flying flelds, and the Na- 
tional Air Transport, with its wonderful record 
of achievement in commercial flying over the 
past vear, also are having considerable effect. 


REGIONAL PARKS. 


The National Capital park and planning 
commission decided unofficially that 
Maryland and Virginia should pay a consid- 
erable part of the regional park development 
cost affecting those States. Under the present 
system park land is purchased in these States 
with funds raised from District taxation. 

A change is undoubtedly wise. Because the 
outer park system will be used principally by

Washingtonians, it is possible that residents of | 


nearby States may object to paying for its de- 
velopment: For many however, the 
outer system will not be nearly as extensive 
as the system within the District,. which, of 
course, is equally available to nonresidents.

His 
bluecoats have to spend so much time, watches 
in hand, to catch the motorist who overstays 
his parking time allowance,.and so much more 
time as witnesses in police court, that they 
really can not look after burglars. Therefore

MEDICINAL LIQUOR. 


Whether Congress will listen to the words 
of an official who has separated facts from 
theories in the matter of the solution of the 
liquor problem, or be guided by the vaporings 
of the few who depend upon their imagina- 
tion for their facts, remains a problem. If 
the House will give heed to the statement of 
Gen. Andrews, upon whom rests the enforce- 
ment of the Volstead act, it will promptly pass 
the bill). now pending before the ways and 
means committee under which it is proposed 
to take over the care, control and disposition 
of all the whisky now remaining in storage in 
warehouses owned or controlled by the gov- 
ernment. ‘ 

Much has been said recently about the al- 
leged control of the supply of medicinal liquors 
by speculators, and the opposition to the ad- 
ministration bill for the purchase of the liquor 
is based largely upon this false premise.

Because the pending bill: meets the require- 
ments of the situation, is financially sound, 
just to present owners and free from prejudice 
or political bias it meets the approval alike of 
the medical profession, the national organi- 
zations tavoring prohibition and the associa- 
opposed to the Volstead amendment. 
Closing his statement to the committee, Gen. 
Andrews said: ‘To its fair and businesslike 
solution I commend this honest and impartial 
bill and await your decision.”’ 
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MORE CAB STANDS. 


Designation of four times as many taxi 


| stands as are at present in use throughout the 
District, as contemplated by the superintend- 


ent of police, should serve to relieve traffic 
congestion to a considerable extent. / Even a 
casual inspection of city streets will prove that 
cruising cabs constitute a great portion of the 
problem. Taxis are a public necessity, how- 
ever, and provision must be made so that they 
are quickly available to all. 

A conference will be held this week between 
Maj. Hesse and representatives of all taxicab 
companies to discuss the location of the new 
stands. The problem of handling public 
vehicles in the neighborhood of theaters also 
will be discussed. The police department 
hopes to obtain an agreement at the meeting, 
but has announced that despite whatever ob- 
jection may develop, the stands will be estab- 
lished and an order issued to the force to see 
that cabs stay at the designated locations. 

The-present situation is intolerable, and 
the sooner the change is made the better it 
will be for all concerned. It is to be hoped 
that taxicab companies will cooperate to the 
limit of their ability. 


ANOTHER TAX ON GAS’ 


The question has arisen in Maryland as to 
how best to provide funds for grade crossing 
elimination and lateral road construction. 
Some persons hold that these expenses should 
be met by State bonds, which would throw the 
entire cost upon the taxpayer. Others urge 
that an additional levy of 1 cent a gallon be 
placed upon gasoline, thereby throwing the 
cost of the improvements upon the automo- 


user. This latter method is given addi- 


| tional standing by the indorsement of Maj. E. 


Brooke Lee, speaker of the Maryland house. 

Maj. Lee contends that by raising the gaso- 
line tax foreign automobiles, of which thou- 
sands use the Maryland roads annually, and 
automobiles of residents who do not own real 
estate, as well as commercial vehicles using 
the State roads, will pay their share of the 
cost of these improvements. 


~ Washington is interested in this matter only 


to the extent that it may have a bearing upon 
the reciprocity agreement existing between the 
District and Maryland. The agreement 
made possible by the imposition of a 2-cent 
tax on gasoline purchased within the District, 
which was insisted upon by the State of Mary- 
land in order to protect dealers whose places 
of business were located near the District line. 
Should Maryland raise its tax the old situation 
will again exist, and it is surmised that an 
attempt will be made to impose an additional 
levy upon District motorists. 

An increased District tax to meet the pleas- 
ure of Maryland would be unwarranted, es- 
pecially in view of the fact that Vitvinia, with 
a tax 2 cents greater than that which exists 
in the District, has offered little complaint and 
apparently does not intend to attempt a forced 
equalization.

ARBORETUM AND BOTANIC GARDEN 


The bill great arboretum 
Washington is likely to pass the House be- 
fore March 4. This bill has already passed 
the Senate and will be taken up by the House 
committee on agriculture today. The Senate 
bill will be amended in that the amount 
authorized to be expended for the purchase 
of the site selected on Mount Hamilton, near 
the Maryland line, will be reduced, for the 
reason that since the Senate acted:a consider- 
able section of the land has been devoted to 
building purposes. It is this fact, together 
with the fear that further delay will result 
in additional building operations, and the 
consequent ruin of the property for the pur- 
pose desired, which has spurred the commit- 
tee to action.

The general deficiency bill will also contain 
the appropriation necessary to carry out the 
will of Congress in the matter of the extension 
and relocation of the Botanic garden. The 
appropriations committee, which is preparing 
the general deficiency bill, is awaiting the re- 
port of the landscape architect as to his esti- 
mate of the amount which will be needed to 
purchase the two squares of ground that are

Gen. Duncan saw mrvice in the 
world war at QGalliapoll and eastern 
Europe, and his new forces will consist 
of about 12,000 men-—the Thirteenth 
and Fourteenth British infantry bri- 
gades and the Twentieth Indian in- 
fantry brigade, with artillery, armored 
cars and other equipment. Two bat- 
talidns of the British forces are at 
present at Malta, the remainder are in 
Great Britain.

Shanghai Report Corrected. 


An indication of the extreme deli- 
cacy of the situation was shown when 
the State Department speedily correct- 
ed Shanghai dispatches which stated 
that the British had dispatched troops 
from Hong Kong “for the defense of 
8 i, in accordance with an agree- 
mént (with the United States, France 
and Japan. No agreement has been 
entered into by the United States with 
foreign powers to defend foreign na- 
tionals in China, officials of the State 
Department announced. 

Secretary Wilbur was under the ‘im- 
pression that Admiral Williams, com- 
manding American naval forces in Chi- 
nese waters, would follow the usual 
policy of cooperating with other naval 
forces in pursuance of plans to pro- 
tect foreignefs. But. with the new 
and highly critical situation it is most 
important, according to officials, not 
to permit the presence of American 
warships in Chinese waters to be con- 
strued as an advance-indication that 
America will join the powers in resist- 
ing the Chinese or in seeking to en- 
force threats based on the old idea of 
concerted action.

so long as it is clearly understood in 
China that the American armed forces 
are not there to reinforce other foreign 
units which may plan to fight the 
Chinese. If the concerted action plan 
is followed out and certain foreign ele- 
ments in Shanghai cause shots to be 
fired against the Chinese by the war- 
ships, the fat will be in the fire, ac- 
cording to the consensus, and if 
American ships participate in the joint 
demonstration of armed force, the con- 
sequences to American lives and prop- 
erties may prove incalculable. 

At the same time it is admitted that 
if the powers attempt joint military

Chinese no Longer Cooperating. 


In the first place, the Chinese mill- 
tary leaders will no longer cooperate 
with the foreign troops and foreigners 


but will be compelled to assume the 
role of enemy. Secondly. it is added, 
if the Chinese reach the conclusion 
that the foreign nations are planning 
to crush them by armed force, there 
will be tremendous inoentive to the 
Clilnese to act decisively against for- 
eigners before the powers are in «4 
position to send additional troops and

or months would be sufficient to have 
the slightest real effect toward curbing 
the spirit of nationalism. Instead of 
helping the situation, this plan would 
only make matters infinitely worse, it 
is conceded.
